Monday the Boston & Maine Railroad announced what 
everyone knew was due — the date on which it will sus- 
pend all passenger service on the two remaining runs that 
serve commuters from this area. 


“"Now’’ 


said one Andover observer, ‘‘they Will start 


running around like chickens with their heads cut off.”’ 
The sarcasm was for Greater Lawrence officials who let 
the past year dwindle away without making any decision 
on what to do about transportation for people from this 


area who work in Boston. 


There was a big pow wow in Lawrence in February, 
1965 but that, according to a number of those involved, 


was the end of that. 


Now time has forced the issue again and everyone will 
be looking for some way to arrange another temporary 
solution one that will allow time for ‘‘further study’’, no 


doubt. 


Mayor Kiley of Lawrence has said he will attempt to do 
business with the MBTA if he can work a financial ar- 
rangement as satisfactory as that which has permitted 
the continuance of passenger service in and out of 
Lowell. But what is practical for Lawrence may not be 
practical for Andover, and this is something somebody 
should be working right now to determine. 

There are alternatives: to forego a contractural agree- 
ment of our own and let Andover commuters catch the 
train in Lawrence — a shorter car hop than many urban 
people make daily; to push for the suggested MBTA stop 
in Wilmington where a parking lot adjacent to Route 93 
could be arranged; or to encourage the bus company to 
put luxury coaches instead of inter-city busses on its 
commuter runs to Boston as a more comfortable substitute 


for the trains. 


There has got to be an answer and one that will be as 
acceptable to secretaries and sales girls as corporate 


executives. 


It is already being noted that even if Andover officials 
decide an approach to the MBTA is a necessary step, 
nothing could be done in advance of Town Meeting 


approval in March. 


We cannot resist pointing out, however, that the problem 


existed well in advance of the 1965 Town Meeting when 
something could have been worked out authorizing the 
Selectmen to negotiate for train service. Or when voters 
could have had the opportunity to make it clear how they 
feel about any move that could lead toan underwriting of 
the cost of transportation for an undetermined number of 


commuters. 


Council Job 


It is well for Andover that it has at the head of its 
police force a chief whose reputation qualifies him for one 
of five new appointments to the state’s year-old Municipal 


Police Training Council. 


In this unpaid post, Chief Nicoll will have a hand in 
adopting rules and regulations for police training schools 
which operate in communities throughout the state. The 
end result should be better and more uniformly qualified 
police officers and men for the municipal law enforcement 
departments of the Commonwealth. 

Crime rates being what they are, it is a significant 


assignment.

ink or lamp black, burnt umber, 
burnt terra=de-sienna, lake and 
gamboge or chrome yellow.

THE WOODS HOUSE, now the 


Pease House, the 18th Century 
faculty home which was badly 
damaged by fire at Phillips Aca- 
demy Thursday, began life on the 
hill in 1816 as Woods House, one
